SAN FRANCISCO (AP).— 
Patricia Hearst. young 
heiress to aiv American news- 
I>aper fortune and ac<'U8ed 
convert to terrorism, went on 
trial Tuesday before U.S. Dis¬ 
trict Judge Oliver Carter for 
bank robbery. 

The screening of pro8|M»c- 
tive jurors to judge Miss 
Hearst's guilt or innoce|iige 
launched what promised to be 
perhaps the most bizarre 
bank robbery trial in United 
States history - the first in 
which the federal government 
has prosecuted a kidnu]>ping 
\ictini. 

The defendant’s father 
blamed Miss Hearst’s kidnap¬ 
pers for her predicament. “If 
she hadn’t been kidnapped by 
a Nipch of terrorists ... she 
wouldn’t be here today.” San 
Francisco Fxamlner Pres¬ 
ident Randolph Hearst told re¬ 
porters. 

Miss Hearst. 21. her head 
held high, walked solemnly 
into a courtroom incked with 
120 potential jurors. She w*as 
pale, hut n:)peared tortl and 
at ease as she chatted with 
her lawyers, .smiled at her 
family and sat back to hear 
jurors reveal their thoughts 
aWmt her trial.

.ALGIERS (AP) Fierce 
fighting erupted Tuesday be¬ 
tween Algerian and Moroccan 
troops along the border of the 
^3anish Sahara. 

Moroccan officials said “ap¬ 
parently there arc many 
dead” in this first reixjrted 
clash between the armies of 
the two North African 
in their Sahara dispute. 

Algeria accused a Moroccan 
army unit of attacking Al¬ 
gerian troops carrying medi- 
cal supplies to refugees in the 
Sahara. 

In Rabat, the Moroccan 
government Tuesday issued a 
statement saying its troops 
undertook a "normal police 
and security operation to dis¬ 
lodge armed bands” and cap¬ 
tured 12 armed men in Al¬ 
gerian army uniforms. It de¬ 
nied a convoy of food and 
medical supplies w'as involved 
and made no mention of Mo¬ 
roccan losses. 

The communique said- the 
fighting occurred inside the 
Sahara 125 miles west of the 
border with Algeria and near 
the town of Amghala. 

Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat began imjnediate ef¬ 
forts to cool tempers. His 
foreign minister, Ismail 
Fahmy. said Algerian Pres¬ 
ident Houari Boumedienne te¬ 
lephoned Sadat who c<xit8cted 
Morocco’s King Hassan. 
Fahmy said Sadat is "closely 
following developments with 
great concern.” 

Hassan sent thousands of 
unarmed volunteers on a 
March of Conquest into the 
lrfK)sphate-rich territory last 
November and won from 


Spain an agreement to divide 
the territory between Morocco 
and Mauritania. 

Algeria, which has a short 
border with the Sahara, op¬ 
poses the projected turnover 
Feb. 28 and supports the Poli- 
sario front, a group of Sa- 
harans fighting for the territo¬ 
ry’s independertce. 

The official Algerian ne^vs 
agency, Algerie Presse-Ser- 
vice. said the attack took* 
place in the Amghala frontier 
region of Mauritania and the 
Spanish. Sahara. It said the 
situation in 4he Sahara has 
reached "a degree of extreme 
gravity.” 

At the tame time, the Al¬ 
gerian government newspa(>er 
El Moudjahid asked in a 
headline: “Intervention of the 
tU.S.) 6th Fleet in the west¬ 
ern Sahara?” The paper said 
it saw dark designs in a meet¬ 
ing in Rabat between U.S. 
Vice-Admiral Frederick 
Turner, Hassan and the gov¬ 
ernor of the Sahara province. 

The Moroccan official 
sources said in Paris the 
fighting occurred in Mauri¬ 
tanian territory where the 
frontiers of Mauritania. Al¬ 
geria and the Sahara meet. 

The escalation followed 
Morocco’s announcement Sun¬ 
day that one of its U.S.-built 
F-5 jet fighter planes was 
downed last week by a 
ground-to-air missile while 
flying a ground-support mis¬ 
sion for Mauritanian troops in 
Mauritanian territory. 

Spanish news reix)rts have 
said that Cuban and Vietnam¬ 
ese .soldiers are assisting Puli- 
sario guerrillas.

Dear Dr. Thotteson: Would 
you please tell me about pe¬ 
ripheral neuritis?

Looters 

destroy 

palace 


DAMOUR, Lebanon (AP) — 
Hordes of Moslem looters 
used their bare hands Tues¬ 
day to tear apart the ruined 
.palace of Camille Chamoun. 
Lebanon’s interior minister 
and leader of one of Its pri¬ 
vate Christian militias. 

Huncireds mote ransacked 
what was left in the adjacent 
Christian villages of Damour, 
Saadiyet and Jieh. They set 
fire to the few houses not gut¬ 
ted or wrecked in civil war 
battles last week. 

Black smoke poured out of 
half a dozen st^e houses in 
the thiee villages early Tues¬ 
day. and more fires flared 
later in the day. 

Looters — men, women and 
children of all ages — 
swarmed everywhere. They 
sifted through the buildings, 
stripped bare in a first wave 
of looting Saturday, and 
picked up whatever had been 
overlook^ or might be sal¬ 
vaged. 

The looting Saturday ended 
when steel-helmeted trooiM of 
the Palestine Liberation 
Army undertook to maintain 
law and order in the Moslem 
western sector of Beirut and 
its environs after a ceasefire 
Thursday. The Palestinians 
buiTKxl 38 loot-laden vehicles 
Saturday to punish their 
owners. 

But there was no Pales- 
imian military presence in the 
three Christian villages Tues¬ 
day. Scores of gunmen of the 
various leftist Moslem private 
armies obserxed the looting 
Impassively, occasionally in¬ 
dulging in it themselves.

Hurricane winds 
rip Arctic town 


YELLOWKNIFE, N.W.T. 
(CP) A territorial govern¬ 
ment official has estimated 
pr(H>eriy damage at 8750,000 
in the wake of 150-mile-an- 
hour winds that hit the Baffin 
Island community of Pang- 
nirtung Saturday night. 

Dan Billing, territorial 
emergency measures officer, 
said Tuesday that hurricane 
force winds hit the settlement, 
1,400 miles northeast of here, 
every three or four years. 

Nine houses and buildings 
were destroyed, including the 
Hudson’s Bay store, a parking 
garage was blown several 
hundred feet onto the airport 
runway, and steel power poles 
were bent. 

The roofs of 20 houses were 
blown away and most of the 


800 residents were forced to 
seek shelter in the hamlet’s 
three strongest buildings until 
the wind subsided after about 
tw'o hours. 

Alex Gordon, the territorial 
government's Baffin region 
director, said the cookh^e 
in the new Baffin National 
Park, adjacent to the hamlet, 
“just disintegrated.” 

There were no serious inju¬ 
ries. One case of frostbite w'as 
reported. The temperature 
was -20 Olsius. 

Pangnlrtung is on tiie east 
bank of a fiord of the same 
name, surrounded by moun¬ 
tains rising to 10,000 feet. 
When the wind blows from the 
east, w4iich is seldom, it races 
down the steep and narrow 
Pangnirtung Pass and accel¬ 
erates davm the fiord.

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Mr. Cocke's politics 


D ennis COCKE, former health minister and 
director of the insurance Corporation of B.C., 
says the NDP government was prepared to give some 
of the revenue from gasoline tax to the corporation 
this year. 

“We agreed to the infusion of funds from the gas 
tax.” he is quoted as saying on an open-line show. "We 
were up to date and we knew exactly what was going 
on. McCieer is playing absolute politics and he's 
hurting people." 

In view of this assertion, it is interesting to look 
back at the situation last fall. 

In mid-October, ICBC announced that car in¬ 
surance rates would go up about 19 per cent in 1976. 
With a 636 million loss in its first full year of operation 
and a bigger expected loss in 1975-76, it was obvious 
that the corporation would have to be subsidized by the 
government. Yet strangely, it seemed at the time, the 
government was not giving It the financial support 
authorized. 

“... Legislation," the Colonist wrote at the time, 
“allows 10 cents a gallon of gasoline tax to be turned 
over to the corporation if necessary: the mystery is 
why this revenue has not already been used to offset 
the loss. But Premier David Barrett seems to take 
pride in having held it back. 

“After saying recently that B.C. was 'using gas 
tax monies to keep (insurance) rates down far below 
other areas in Canada,’ the premier was asked how 
much was being used. His answer: ‘None, not at this 
point. There's been not one transfer payment to ICBC. 


It's not a question of funds piling up front last year, it’s 
a question of the allocation of budget costs as close to 
the actual figure as possible.’ " 

This suggests very strongly that Premier Barrett 
and Finance Minister David Stupich and Mr!’Cocke if 
he too was acquainted with all the facts must have 
known what was lying ahead; that the 10 cents a gallon 
of gasoline tax (out of the 19 cents total) which had 
been authorized for transfer to ICBC, along with 
motor-vehicle licence fees, would be needed more 
vitally for other government purposes, and that the 
only alternative to much increased insurance 
premiums might be a greatly increased gasoline tax. 
It seems clear, in other words, that the government 
was in a predicament and sought to conceal it, for 
political purposes. 

A budget prepared by ICBC directors before the 
election set total income in the next fiscal year at 6357 
million, including 6217 million in premiums on vehi¬ 
cle, 64 million in premiums on drivers. 63 million in¬ 
vestment income, 688 million in gasoline tax and 645 
million in licence fees. Total outgo was shown a^ 6380 
million, so that even with the gasoline tax and licence 
fees, a 623 million loss for the year was anticipated. 
And without the fuel tax and fees for both 1975-76 and 
1976-77, Byron Straight reported, and with the 
premium rates announced ip the fall, the deficit for 
three years would be about 6337 million. 

B.C. has not had cheap insurance. It has had pay¬ 
ment postponed beyond an election. 


Keeping up the good work 


A ll of a SUDDEIN there would seem to be a local 
awakening to the needs of the handicapped with 
the providing of physical aids to make life easier and 
more enjoyable. There are the curb-slopes for 
wheelchairs at downtown intersections, and plans for 
early installation of sound equipment on traffic signals 
for the sightless to “read. ” City manager Jack Morgan 
soon may be setting up access and accommodation at 
the Royal and McPherson theatres for paraplegics. 

It is a refreshing demonstration of concern for the 
disabled that calls for applause which, it is to be 
hoped, will be loud enough to maintain the trend. 

< Much more can be done, and in many directions, 
not only by all levels of government but in business and' 
industry which seldom show signs of any great 
awareness of the problems of the physically handicap¬ 
ped. 

Too many buildings and recreation areas still are 
inaccessible to people with disabilities. Ramps are 
slowly replacing or complementing steps, and not all 
doorways are being made wide enough to accom¬ 
modate wheelchairs. More thought for people with am¬ 
bulatory limitations is being given in the planning of 
restrooms, but not nearly enough ; nor in the designing 
of such things as drinking fountains and public phone 
booths. 


The “touch and feel" concept in accommodating 
the blind and q||prs with disabilities, that has taken 
hold in various^S. national parks with special trails 
being laid out, could be developed to take in many of 
the attractions the Victoria area has to offer, giving 
residents apd visitors alike new insights to nature. At 
Lincoln National Forest in the state of New Mexico 
visitors to La Pasada Encantada (Enchanted Path) 
find easy access and an invitation to touch plants, 
crush leaves, smell the forest scents. 

’Typical of the many signs in large print and in 
Braille is one which begins. “On the ground in front of 
you is a squirrel cache. Feel it. It is cool and filled with 
scales of spruce and fir cones ..." 

At Badlands National Monument inn South Dakota 
the blind can experience the unique atmosphere of the 
park through a "touch and feel” room in its head¬ 
quarters building. Here they can handle fossils, rocks, 
native grasses, flowers, buffalo skulls and rattlesnake 
skins. 

"Touch and feel " could be adapted to different 
local entertainment and education centres which, at 
the same time, might provide earphones to help the 
hard-of-hearing enjoy guided tours.

Major Chinese oil exports doubted 


The li.S. Central Intelligence 
Agency has cast doubt on re> 
cent speculation that the Peo¬ 
ple’s Republic of China (PRC) 
may soon become a major ex¬ 
porter of oil to rival even the 
leading Middle East states. 

In % research study entitled 
China: Energy Balance Pro¬ 
jections. the agency made this 
summary statement; 

**Peking clearly intends to 
export increasing volumes of 
oil to help finance an ambitious 
program of capital impOTts, 
but it is by no means clear that 
China will become an impor¬ 
tant force in the world 
petroleum market." 

★ ★ ★ 

Of the key factors the CIA 
cites for its conclusion is the 
.significant constraint to be 
caused by China'’8 high 
domestic energy requirements. 

*'The continued strong 
domestic demand for oiergy 
throughout 1961-85 will severe¬ 
ly limit energy exports," the 
study said. 

“By 1985 energy exports 
would be unlikely to exceed 100 
million tons of coal equivalent 
(1.3 million barrels a day of 
oil), unless China sharply 
alters investment allocations 
favoring energy production, 
makes exports available at 
considerable cost to domestic 
economic growth or agrees to 
joint ventures with foreign

firms to exploit its energy 
resources. 

“None of these actions 
seems likely at this time." 

Thus, despite the warming of 
U.S.-Chinese relations, 
Americans can expect little 
help from Peking, or from 
Moscow, when It comes to 
sharing in the oil wealth of 
those Communist giants via 
money-on-the-barrelhead im¬ 
ports. 

China* is the fifth largest 
producer of energy in the 
world, ranking behind the 
United States, Soviet Union. 
Saudi Arabia and Iran. As a 
consumer of energy. China 
ranks fourth, behind the United 
States, Russia and Japan. 

The CIA report, which is 
dated November, 1975, was 
written for use within the 
government, but it has been 
made available to scholars, 
journalists and others through 
the document expediting pro¬ 
ject of the Library of Congress.

NATO ancJ codfish

In Uie past it has leemed ludicrous that two nations 
could light over something as mundane as a codfish. But 
with Iceland's latest move to apply pressure to get s settle¬ 
ment of Its dispute with Britain, the cod war isn’t the least 
bit funny any more. 

The Icelandic land and sea blockade of NATO installations 
in that country may just have hit an Achilles' heel. NATO, 
with a southern flank riddled by political uncertainty in 
Spain and Portugal and Greek-'Ito'kish antipathy, simply 
cannot afford a further weakening on its northern flank. 

Meanwhile, the cod war should be a lesson for Canada, 
espwlally in terms of how widespread the tfled* of a uni- 
latonl dedaratioa of teniloiial sea Umits can be.

A disillusioning visit 


There are reasons why the 
Chinese might want to exag¬ 
gerate their energy export 
capacity in 1980. the study said.

"Do yoo know any Stephen Foster?" 


Around Christmas there was 
a spate of news items about the 
late Dr. Albert Schweitzer's 
jungle hospital at Lambarene 
being forced to close due to 
lack of funds, and then being 
temporarily rescued by 
President Bongo of Gabon. 

It seemed a sorry end to 
the Schweitzer story — one of 
the most remarkable 
humanitarian sagas of this 
century, whereby the talented 
physician-musician-theologian- 
philosopher gave up the 
material worto to build a 
hospital for blacks in 
equatorial Africa. 

Although an exceptional man 
and a glowing tale of 
dedication and faith. Dr. 
Schweitzer's tragedy was that 
he lived too long. He was by¬ 
passed by history and had, in 
effect, bwome a caricature of 
himself.

In the 1950s there were many 
who regarded Schweitzer as a 
near saint especially after win¬ 
ning the Nol^l Peace prize in 
1952. In 1960 when The Congo 
was in turmoil. I spent 10 days 
at his hospital. Accepting the 
myth and folklore as fact. I 
was prepared to be impressed. 

In fact it was a disillusioning 
experience. 

In some ways the hospital 
was doing more harm to 
Africans than good; was delay¬ 
ing progress rather than 
encouraging it. The ultimate in 
medical science in 1913 when 
Schweitzer started it. the 
hospital had become, by 19W. 
almost a symbol of medical 
stagnation. And Dr. 
Schweitzer, who died 10 years 
ago. was out of touch with 
African reality and a rather 
forlorn god-figure. None of 
which is meant to belittle him 
as an exceptional human being. 
But that’s all he was—a human 
being wiU^ human foibles. 

I arriv^ at the hospital 
after having wired ahead from 
Leopoldville (now Kinshasa) 
that I was coming and having 
received an invitation by wire. 
The doctor was reputed to have 
refused to let uninvited 
journalists land. "For God's 
sake wear a hat," warned a 
British newspaper friend. "The 
old boy has this fixation that 
the African sun and the white 
man don’t mix. If you don’t 
wear a hat he won’t take you 
seriously. And oh yes—take one 
of his books for him to 
autograph. He loves that. But 
read the thing—he’s liable to 
question you on it!" 

★ ★ ★ . 

I got the hat but forgot the 
book. It didn't matter—he 
presented me with one suitably 
inscribed. Dr. Schweitzer was 
a gracious host and was hungry 
for news of the outside world 
and curious about the "winds 
of change" sweeping Africa. 
He wanted to talk deep into the 
night, after the evening meal 
and after his nightly concerts 
on the organ. The incongruity 
of magnificent organ music 
throbbing into the dark of the 
African rain forest was 
poignant, and few were im¬ 
mune to its magic. The nurses, 
doctors and volunteers who 
were privileged to be the con¬ 
stant audience were quite 
aware of their unique fortune. 

Dr. Schweitzer was hipped 
on disarmament, peace and 
ban-the-bomb altruism. His 
theme was simple; disarm or 
the world must perish. The 
simple fact of nuclear weapons 
meant one thing to him: that 
someday they'd be used. And

mankind would perish. It con¬ 
sumed his concern. 

I wanted to talk about Africa, 
he about philosophy. I knew lit¬ 
tle of the tatter—he little of the 
former. I remember the shodc 
of discovering that his views on 
Africans were patronizing, old- 
fashioned. wrong. He con¬ 
sidered African children in¬ 
capable of thinking or deciding 
for themselves. He treated 
them as an authoritarian, lov¬ 
ing but impatient father might. 
it it it 

His "occupational therapy" 
for lepers, for example, was to 
have them squat all day before 
a huge rock, chipping off 
gravel. When "patients" (kere 
in his way or behaving 
foolishly, the old man would cuff 
them roughly and scold. 

Dr. Schweitzer didn’t 
separate patients according to 
disease but according to family 


and tribal affiliations. 
Therefore it was a more com¬ 
fortable environment for the 
locals. Wards teemed with 
children and relatives, all 
cooking and caring fen* their sick. 
Risk of infections may have 
been increased but there were 
certain social benefits. A new 
conventional hospital at 
Lambarene was virtually 
empty while Schweitzer’s 
primitive jungle one was filled. 
Health suffered accordingly. 

The doctor's reverence for 
life was carried to such an ex¬ 
treme that he wouldn't permit 
electricity at the hospital 
because it would attract in¬ 
sects which would then have to 
be killed. So only the operating 
room had electricity. And yet I 
witnes.sed the old man casually 
slap a mosquito that had landed 
on -his arm. So much for his 
passivism when be was being

annoyed! I remember thinking 
at the time that there was a 
moral In the anecdote. 

Sanitary conditions of the 
hospital were casual. Open 
sewers flowed through the 
ward area: goats, deer, 
monkeys, animals wandered 
freely defecating and fouling 
the area. It took some getting 
used to. 

it * * 

I was given a room that was 
latticed at both ends to catch 
breezes. The Swiss nurse in 
charge warned me to lock up 
belongings, for fear of theft. I 
ignored the advice at first and 
had money, two pens, shirts, a 
notebook and a stapler swiped 
Ah well—I hadn t been at the 
hospital an hour when I was 
propositioned. Prostitution, it 
turned out. was rampant. It 
was all a trifle sad. liie good 
doctor's hospital was a nest of 
human vices. 

The evening before I left. Dr 
5^hweitz€r expressed for the 
last time his fears and con¬ 
cerns for the world—and his 
lack of interest in Africa—on 
which he seemed to have given 
up. I^ter when talking to UN 
World Health doctors, thev 
deplored the jungle hospital as 
actually impeding the in¬ 
troduction of adequate medical 
facilities and practices. 

It's understandable that 
Gabon has mixed feelings 
about the Schweitzer hospital- 
even though President Bongo 
has now promised to supply 
funds to keep the hospital in 
business. By now. of course, 
the primitive has given way to 
the more modern. But the 
symbol remains an irritant and 
reminder to the “new " Africa 
of the old colonial past they 
prefer to forget.

Cost of an election 


Ordinarily I would never 
dare to question the judgment 
of W. Earle McLaughlin, 
chairman of the Royal Bank of 
Canada, when it comes to 
economic matters. But 1 do 
believe that bis recent sugges¬ 
tion that Prime Minister 
Trudeau resign and call an 
election based on his con¬ 
troversial wage and price con¬ 
trols is wrong. 

Well, not wrong. Perhaps the 
term “not completely thought 
through" might be better. 

What I am driving at. Mr. 
McLaughlin, is that I don’t 
think we can afford an election 
right now. And if things ke^ 
going the way they have been 
lately, perhaps we will never 
be able to afford an election in 
this country again. 

I am not talking about the of¬ 
ficial cost of an election, the 
figure that is piously quoted 
after the ballots have been 
counted. I am talking about all 
those hidden costs — and their 
recent escalation. 

These hidden costs could be 
unknown or not considered by 
Mr. McLa^hiin. A presUgions 
bank^ wouldn’t be expected to 
know about such seamy things. 
But reporters who have to dis- 
r^ard their finer feelings and 
actually cover the hurly-burly 
of an election at the street level 
should know. 

There are. for instance the 
costs of what might be termed 
"hidden persuaders." These 
take many forms. One is that 
popular number known as the

goon squad, a bunch of guys 
with baseball bats in their 
hands and melons sitting on 
their shoulders who are hired 
to muss up the opposition. 
it it it 

There was a time when a 
dedicated goon woul(^ lend his 
skills to a candidate for as little 
as $10. But not today. 1 haven't 
talked to any working goons 
lately, but I am sure that in 
order to further the chances of 
the party of his ch(uce he would 
want at least $50. Pius dinner 
money. 

Another “hidden persuader ’ 
was the ubiquitous "bottle." 
There was a time, when I was a 
teenage reporter, when this 
bottle — usually containing 
cheap nirn in the Maritimes 
and cheap rye in the less 
civilized areas of Canada — 
could be nothing more than a 
pint and cost about $1.50.

It should not be forgotten 
that today we live in an age 
where equality of the sexes is a 
matter of law. Give a bottle to 


a man. and ignore the w-oman. 
and the candidate is apt to find 
himself in the slammer instead 
of on Parliament Hill. So the 
bottle cost alone in any election 
today would be astronomical, if 
not downright prohibitive. 

Another horrendous, when it 
comes to cost, possibility is 
that if we did have an election 
the Trudeau government might 
lose. Which would mean a fan¬ 
tastic leap in parliamentary 
costs.

I am not suggesting that the 
new government would be any 
more grandiose in its spending 
than the present one. That 
would hardly be possible. But 
think of the fringe costs. 

If the Trudeau government 
was defeated, for instance, 
that would mean there would 
be a lot of unemployed Liberal 
MPs around. 

Each one of these would have 
to be paid that very generous 
pension which the government 
had the great foresight to 
plump up only recently. 

In addition to former MPs 
sitting around living on their 
pensions and thereby con¬ 
tributing to inflation, we would 
have to pay the new MPs those 
recently increased salaries. At 
least I think we would because 
I doubt if the first thing these 
new MPs would do would be to 
vote themselves a cut in pay.

Branch. 'This letter, then, is to 
correct the errors. 

The full coet for adoption 
and spaying, to someone 
adopting a female cat, is 
S32.50. The balance of the 
spaying cost is paid for by the 
B.C. S.P.C.A., Victoria 
Branch. A prospective owner 
may his pet home farnne- 
diately. There is no waiting 
period. At the time of adop¬ 
tion a certificate is issued.* 
which most be presented to a 
veterinarian within six 
months, whereupon the ani¬ 
mal is spayed, at no further 
cost to the owner. Ihe owiier 
chooses the veterinarian. 

The pTthlem of unwanted 
animals Is of great concern to 
the S.P.CA. In 1975, 1,539 
stray cats were admitted to 
our shelter, plus another 
2.1^. whose owners requested 
euthanasia. Many of the 
1.500-odd stray cats brought 
in. were brought by people 
who had had the cats dumped 
cm their doorsteps, or left 
there by well-meaning rela¬ 
tives or friends. 

Our spaying and neutering 
programs have contributed to 
the reduction of the number 
of unwanted animals in the 
coinmunity. Surely it is not 
difficult to distinguish be¬ 
tween unwanted animals and 
pets whidi are loved and 
cared for.

By ordering a new trial for 
Dr. Heniy Moigentaler, Jus¬ 
tice Minister Hon Basford has 
gained stature he will need as 
a central figure in the parlia¬ 
mentary session that resumed 
Monday. 

This will be the peace-and- 
security end of the session 
and in the coming months. Mi*. 
Basford will be the govern¬ 
ment’s fullback in an attempt 
to end capital punishment. 

House hawks want the 
death penalty restored, not 
abolished. Equal criticism 
may come from abolitionists 
who find Mr. Basford's alter¬ 
natives harsh and from the 
gun lobby already slashing at 
proposals to m^e shotguns 
and rifles lest accessible. 

Abortkn, which ^ some de¬ 
scribe as a toughenissue than 
capital punisKmera, has been 
temporarily defused by the 
app^tment tjfa committee— 
w^ich w^U report to Mr. Bas¬ 
ford in April — on the woik- 
ing of the 1969 abortkm law, 
and by the Morgentaler deci¬ 
sion. 

Dr. Morgentaler, an admit¬ 
ted alx>rtioQist. had been 
twice acquitted by juries when 
he was placed in solitary con¬ 
finement last June after going 
to jail in March to 8er\e an 
18-month sentence for com¬ 
mitting an illegal abortion. 

Mr. Basford's decision last 
week to over-lum the convic¬ 
tion and order a new trial 
allays fears that the jury sys¬ 
tem was jeopardized by a 
Quebec Court of Appeal judg¬ 
ment, reversing a jury acquit¬ 
tal, that sent the doctor to 
jail.

Meanwhile, Mr. Basford, in 
his other role as attmney- 
gencral, may have to decide 
on whether to prosecute influ¬ 
ential Ubei-als once the 
RCMP sums up die results of 
its investigati<m into Sky 
Shofw Ex]x>rt Ltd. 

The investigatiem. e.xpected 
to be c<mipleted this winter, 
80 far has included raids on 
the home and offices of Liber¬ 
al Senator Louis Giguere. who 
made $95,000 on a $5,000 
investment in Sky Shops stock 
in 1972 as the oompaity won a 
federal lease extension for its 
duty-^ree shop at Montreal In¬ 
ternational Airport in Dorval. 

Search warrants used in the 
investigation have linked the 
affair to fund-raising for the 
Liberal party. RCMP last 
month sifted throu^ Environ¬ 
ment Minister Jean Mar- 
chand’s files with his permis¬ 
sion. He was leader of the 
party's Quebec wing in 1972. 

The RCMP’s conclusions 
will go either to Mr. Basford 
or to Quebec Justice Minister 
Gerard Levesque for a deci¬ 
sion on prosecution.

program will be unveiled by 
Mr. Basford and Solicitor- 
General Warren Allmand dur¬ 
ing the winter. 

The peace-and-security 
package will replace the 
death penalty with a degree 
system of iminisonment for 
killers, it U expected. Since 
1967 the death penalty has ap¬ 
plied only to Idllers pcdice 
or prison employees. 


However, the cabinet has 
commuted the five death sen- 
tences to come before it and 
^ is <iela^ng action on nine 
more pending parliamentary 
reaction to the abolition bill. 

The commutations ha\e 
opened the cabinet to criti¬ 
cism that it is flouting the*1aw 
by commuting sentences. 

Mr. Basford’s first major 
move as justice minister was 
to introduce Criminal Code 
ammdments making ball less 
accessible to r^>eat offenders, 
■ or those accused of crimes In¬ 
volving drugs or violence. 

The bail amendments. In¬ 
corporated in a brood pack¬ 
age of Oiminal Code changes 
introduced last year, probably 
will come bef<x« the Com¬ 
mons for third reading next 
week. They would then go to 
the Senate and. if everything 
goes smootoly, become law by 
the end of Wbruary. 

The peace and security 
package likely will follow. It 
includes not only the abolition 
bill but proposed laws that 
limit parole for dangeroia of¬ 
fenders and make guns — in¬ 
cluding shotguns and rifles — 
1^ easy to buy. 


Shifted into the background 
have been a number of bills, 
inclialing one to reduce penal¬ 
ties for marijuana possession. 

3\'hether it comes before the 
Commons may depend on the 
stresses imposed by the 
peace-and-security bills. ^^Ir. 
Basford’s trouble-shooting job 
is to moderate these stresses. 

He did to deftly last w*eek in 
the Morgentaler casd, saying 
that ‘‘simple justice” com- 
I>eUed him 'to order a second 
trial under the circumstances.

Castro to the aid of others 


Oiba has committed mcm 
than one-tenth of its Army to 
the fighting in Angola, accord¬ 
ing to sources here. 

With the Cubah in\'olvement 
continuing to grow*, these 
sources say there now are 
substantially more than 10.000 
Cuban soldiers in the divided 
African nation. 

Moreover, there are no 
signs of any slackening in the 
flow of Cuban troops. It is es- 
ftimated that 1,000 are being 
flown there per ^^'eek with as 
xnany as 1.000 more en route 
abo^tl ships. 


According to a variety of in¬ 
telligence sources. Cuban sol¬ 
diers have seen wide service 
elsewhere in Africa and the 
Middle East over a period of 
years. 

Either as a fighting torce or 
as a team of military ad¬ 
visers, they have been or still 
are deployed in Syria, South 
Yemen. Guinea. Congo (Braz¬ 
zaville), and the former Por¬ 
tuguese colonies of Guinea 
Bissau, Mozambique, and Sao 
Tome as well as Angola. 

The presence cd the Cubans 
in the Angolan civil war is 
regarded as a major factor in 
the recent successes scored 
by the Soviet-backed Popular 
Movement for the Liberation 
of Angola tMPLA). 

All indications are that 
Cuba's Army is not only vvell 
trained but also very well 
equipped. The CXibans have 
never before beer? engaged in 
such fighting as is underw-ay 
in Angola nor have they ever 
committed so many troops to 
a single adventiire. But they 
have gained considerable mil¬ 
itary experience overseas in 
recent years. 

Their inve^vnnent in S^ria 
consisted of a battalion-size 
force sent in after the 1973 
Middle East war. The Ciibans 
were subsequently withdrawn, 
but some of tbe Syrians cur¬ 
rently akwirthe Lebanese and 
Israeli borders are thought to 
have undergone training with 
the Cubans. 


The South Yemen buildup, 
according to intelligence es¬ 
timates here, is being phased 
cut. The Cubans participated 
in training manoeuvres with 
soldiers of the Soviet-backed 
state at the southernmost tip 
of the Arabian peninsula. The 
quasi-military militia they 
have wtniced with has grown 
'into a rival of the Yemeni 
Army. 

The Cuban perscgmel. which 
included Air Force pilots ca¬ 
pable of training Yemenis in 
the use of MIG-21 jet aircraft, 
never numbered more than 
600. 

Just how many Cubans 
were in Guinea or may still be 
there is unclear. But Cubans 
at (me point served as body¬

guards to Gvdnecm President 
Sekou Toure. CXhers ap¬ 
parently served as advisers to 
the Guinean army. 

In much the way that Unit¬ 
ed States military advisers 
have serv’ed with armies io 
many pculs of the war, 
Cubans have served as ad¬ 
visers to the army of Congo 
and Guinea Bissau. They have 
helped rebel ^emmts In all 
the ex-Portuguese ookmies in 
Africa. 

This assistance, which now 
is centred on Angola, goes 
back at least 10 years. It ap- 
(lerently included visits by Af¬ 
rican revolutionaries to Cuba, 
and there have been reports 
of Cuban training of these 
revolutionaries. 

A number oi Cuban soldiers 
e^^arently served as volu^ 
leers with the ill-fated bend of 
guenillas l^ Ernesto (Che) 
Guevara in Bolivia in 1966 
and 1967. Qie Ckievara. an 
Argentine by birth, had been 
a close associate ot Fidel 
Castro and had fought in the 
Cuban revolution. 


Moreover, in the late 1960s 
Cuba committed a sizable 
hospital unit, including men in 
unif<nni. to tile cause of North 
Vietnam. A number of Cubans 
were killed or injured although 
they were not combatants. 

The Angolan buildup sur- 
pri.sed intelligence people 
here. It had long beer? known 


that Qiba was in contact with 
MPLA units. Agostinho Neto, 
leader of the MPLA, has had 
friendly ties with Qiba for a 
decade. 

Cuban advisers began arriv¬ 
ing in Angola in substantial 
numbers in April and May of 
last year. Carlos Rafael Ro¬ 
driguez, Oiba's deputy prime 
minister, said the first group 
totalled about 230 men. who 
set up four training centres 
for Angolans in MPLA-held 
parts of the territory. 


Dr. Rodriguez added that it 
was the entry of South Afri¬ 
can troops into southern An¬ 
gola that sparked the massive 
Cubar? buildup since late Oc- 
l<?ber. 

The; speed of the buildup 
suggested to some observers 
that it was well planned and 
at the point ot being launched 
when cKiba was asked for help 
by Mr. Neto. 

Four or five Cuban ships, 
ferrying hundreds of civili^ 
dressed soldiers, left Cuban 
ports in late October and 
crossed the Atlantic. The 
ships included the \Tetnam 
Heioica, the Sierra Maestro, 
and the Aniversario Vclnte. 

Then, using old British Bri¬ 
tannia turboprop aircraft, 
which have long served as the 
backbone of Cubana de Avla- 
ciern. the Cuban national air¬ 
line. Cuba began an air ferry 
of troeps. 

The Britannias are lum¬ 


bering old planes that cannot 
make the trans-Atlantic cross- 
ir)g without refueling stops. 
For a time, Barbados w'as 
used; but the gov-emment 
there ordered a stop to the 
practice. Trinidad and Tobago 
also refused permission. Then 
the government of Guyana al¬ 
lowed refueling rights to the 
African-bound aircraft, but 
this is tapering off. 

Now. Soviet IL^ Jet craft, 
with trans-Atlantic range, are 
being used. Thought to be pi¬ 
loted by Russians, these air¬ 
planes,. which can carry 150 
soldiers and equipment, take 
off from Holguin in eastern 
Qfoa and go to Guinea Bis¬ 
sau, where the Cubans ere 
trans-flhipped to Angola by 
local aircraft. The flights con¬ 
tinue at the rate of more than 
one a day. 

The present buildup to more 
than 10,000 troops propels 
Cuba into the ranks of nations 
with major overseas cojnmit- 
menls. The Cuban army is es¬ 
timated at 105,000 officers and 
men. 


Cuba's participation In An¬ 
gola is perceived here as an 
effort to lend si^ipart to black 
African radical movements, 
of which the MPLA is one. 

H the MPLA is successful In 
the long run, the victory 
would clearly be a boost to 
Dr. Castro and to Cuba 
among revolutionaries and 
radical governments through¬ 
out the "third world.”

Farm vacation 


offered again

B.C. farmers and city- 
dwellers can share their dif¬ 
ferent lifestyles once again 
this year as the provincial 
Family Farm Vacations Pro¬ 
gram swings into Its third 
year. 

Farmers throughout, the 
province taking part also ben¬ 
efit because the program sup- 
Iilements their income. 

Started by the agriculture 
department in August, 1974, it 
gives urban dwellers a vaca¬ 
tion alternative to ^campers, 
motels and the open road. 

It brings them in contact 
with farmers willing to take 
guests, and puts them in the 
country for a week or two for 
three hearty meals a day and 
a good look at farm life. 

About 30 farms around B.C. 
will take guests this year in 
regions including the Fraser 
Vallep. Chilcotin, Kootenays 
and Peace River. 

Five of the six southern 
Vancouver Island farms in 
last year’s program will join 
again this summer—two at 
Oswichan Station, one at Crof- 
ton, one near PaHcsviUe and 
one near Courtenay. 

Department Youth Develop¬ 
ment Branch spokesman 
Dave Freed said Tuesday 
almost 300 adults and children 
took farm vacations through 
the program last year. 

That was a massive In¬ 
crease over the first year 
v’hen the program’s late start 
meant only about a dozen 
city-dwellers got involved. 

Each farm offers different 
ser\’ices and requires dif¬ 
ferent commitments from vis¬ 
itors. 

Some offer a room in the 
main home, some offer camp¬ 
ing facilities and some have 
separate cottages for guests. 

Weekly rates—pocketed by 
the farmer—range from W to 


$150 per person which In¬ 
cludes bed, meals, clean facil¬ 
ities and hospitality. 

Freed said most farmers 
don’t want or expect guests to 
help around the farm, but 
welcome them to come and 
watch. 

“Farming is a rattier dan¬ 
gerous business," said Co- 
wichan Station farmer Jack 
Archer who has taken guests 
through the program. 

“It’s something like turning 
children loose in a factoiy." 

Archer and his wife Molly, 
two of the most enthusiastic 
hosts in the program, accom¬ 
modated guests years before 
the government got involved. 
'Hiey urged the province to 
start the vacation service sev¬ 
eral years ago. 

The farmer said city chil¬ 
dren really get surprises — 
especially children wlw don’t 
kiww milk comes from cows. 

“They’re <mly used to seeing 
it come from cardboard car¬ 
tons," he said.. 

He said the program is an 
excellent one but raises the 
problem of p4iysical danger to 
visitors. 

Th^ solution is simple, 
though, Freed said. 

Visitors should adhere to a 
list of do’s and don’ts, includ¬ 
ing staying clear of farm 
equipment unless accom¬ 
panied or advised by farmers. 

Vacationers should also 
obey house rules on smoking 
and drinking; take old 
clothes, books and games, and 
leave pets at home that may 
not get along with farm ani¬ 
mals. 

They should contact farm¬ 
ers directly to make arrange¬ 
ments.

Handgun theft biggest ever 


The Ijrst count in the 
biggest handguns thelt in 
Greater Victoria history 
ended Tuesday at 94 guns 
worth a total of $12,237, amid 
reported efforts to announce a 
reward a.s early as today. 

In.spector Norman Bath, 
head of the Victoria iK)]ice de¬ 
tective division, said the 
94-gun total would stand for a 
while, as 'uorkers at Hdbin- 
son's Sporting Goods. 1307 
Broad, went through a com¬ 
plete stock inventory which 
was expected to take the rest 
of thi.s week. 

Other sourerps said a reward 
was being discussed, but 
terms were not knoMTi. One 
speculated the discussion 
could involve insurance com¬ 
panies which would offer a re- 
waid for recovery of the 
guns, taken early Monday by 
thieves who ignored all rifles 
and many other handguns. 

Only about 250 munds of 
ammunition were stolen, lead¬ 
ing to speculation that the 


thieves wore aiming strictly 
at supply for the handgun 
black-market. 

The guns known stolen so 
far include 23 U.S. Smith and 
Wessons, 14 French Rugers, 
13 English Webleys, 11 U.S. 
Colts, 11 English Brownings, 
five (^rman Lugers, three 
German Herbert Schmidts, 
two German Walthers and 
two English Navy guns. 

Other brands were Ar- 
minius, Astra, Baby Drago(m, 
Enfield, Euroarms, Fobert 
fun antique). High Standard, 
Iver Johnson and Uberti. 

Calibres ranged from .22 up 
to .45 and .357 Magnums. Bar¬ 
ring a gun in for repairs and 
valued at $26, the least expen¬ 
sive was a .38-calibre Knfteld 
at $34.50 and the most expen¬ 
sive were two .U-callbre 
Smith and Wessons and a .357 
Colt ^t $369.50 each.

•T saw R very bright light 
and I turned to see it. and it 
was already there.

That is the way Kenneth 
Hughes, 5199 Rambler Road. 
Saanich described events at 
about midnight Jan. 9-10 
which left his wife Elizabeth 
dead. He was testifying Tues¬ 
day at the inquest in Saanich 
courtroom. 

Hughes is a deaf-mute, as 
was his S8-year-old wile, and 
he gave his evidence through 
interpreter Armie Odyndty- 

He said they left the ^yal 
Oak Inn just before midnight 
to walk hOTie. He had had two 
lieers and his wife had had 
one bottle of cider during 
their two hours at the hm. he 
said. 

They walked north w? Elk 
I^ke Drive on the left hand 
side of the Toad. 

Hughes wa.s walking the 
sandy shoulder, his 

hands In his pockets, while his 
wife walkM beside hhn on the 
paved portion of the road with 
her arm in his. 

The car that struck his wife 
came from behind on the 
wrrog side of the’ road, he tes¬ 
tified. and as he Io(^ed lor his 
wife he saw her falling off the 
left fender of the car 30 to 40 
feet north along the road. 

The car stopi^ briefly then 
went on toward Pat Bay High- 
wHy. he testified. 

Hughes said he saw only the 
one car. 

He said he picked up a 
piece of chrome” from the 
road a few feet from his 
wife’s body, and later gave 
that chrome to the folice. 


Constable Norman Ellison 
of Saanich police said that on 
the day after the accident he 
examined a 1965 Meteor sedan 
which had a damaged front 
fender, a piece of ^ fninl 
grill mis.sing. damage on the 
left door, and droplets of 
bkiod on the left side. 

He said the piece of chrome 
found at the scene of the ac¬ 
cident fitted perfectly. The 
car was dull gre^ with a 
black top. 

Te'^esa Williams. 670 
Goyette Road. Saanich, said 
that at about midnight she 
was driving %ve8t Hali- 
burtem and stepped at a traf;> 
fic light on Pat Bay Highway. 

Two cars pulled up at the 
intersection facing her on Elk 
Lake Drive, whi^ connects 
with Haltburtcai at the junc- 
tkxi. One car had its head¬ 
lights off. but put them on 
before the light turned green.

Questions asked of Rycrrrft 
dealt mostly wdth safe^ re¬ 
gulations in effect in the Vic¬ 
toria elevator operation. 

From the film and com- 
menta by George Tyson, chief 
fire prevention officer of the 
North Vancouver fire depart¬ 
ment. the constant preseni*e 
of dust at grain elevators 
emerged as the number one, 
problem. 

Rycroft told the commission 
that in the Victoria operation, 
dust is "blown down" w^th air 
pressure hoses, but ques¬ 
tioners concluded that this 
method caused dust to be 
whirled up which remained in 


the air 

Rycroft was asked whether 
a vacuum system would be 
belter because it wxajld pre¬ 
vent buildup of static dust in 
the air. He replied that he 
didn’t have the technical pro¬ 
ficiency to answer that qus- 
tion.

The battle of Qiateau Victo¬ 
ria flared into the o{)en Tues¬ 
day. 

A union charged that as 
many as 18 employees erf the 
Burdett Street apartment-ho¬ 
tel were laid off Monday, the 
day after they voted in favor 
of union affiliation. 

'Management aays it was 
"all a misunderstanding." 

As both sides gave conflict¬ 
ing stories in Victoria, Tony 
Gerussi, an organizer with the 
Beverage Dispensers and Cu¬ 
linary Workers Union, was in 
Vancouver filing a complaint 
with the Labor Relations 
Board. 

Gerussi charged that some 
other employees have been 
told that If they don’t get rid 
of their union cards th^ will 
be dismissed. 

He said the Chateau was de¬ 
priving them "of their basic 
human right" to organize. 
Under the Labor Code of B.C. 
they have the freedom of 
choice to join a union. 

Gerussi said that about 35 
of some 50 laundry workers, 
chambermaids. bartenders, 
waiters, busboys. dishwashers 
and cooks employed by the 
hotel took pert in a vote Sun¬ 
day that registered over¬ 
whelming acceptance of the 
union. This followed a one- 
week organizing campaign. 

Chateau manager FTed Wie- 
land said; "It was all a mis¬ 
understanding. I wasn’t 
aware of labcu' negotiations 
going on until I was a|>- 
proached by a man from tJie 
lab.tr department telling me 
that they were.”

By late Tuesday Burrows 
said he "had beaid" he was 
the rally employee who 
wouldn’t be called back to 
work.

Can a man and woman who 
lived together for more than 
two years except for six 
months — have legally lived 
together all that time?

The yotmg woman original¬

She withdrew her applica¬ 
tion this week when, the pros¬ 
ecutor said, she decided to try 
to oblain the support on her 
own rather than go through a 
long court process. 

She told Judge Fred Green 
that she and the man had 
lived together for well over 
two years except for a hidf- 
year period when he moved 
tor a job. 


The couple wrote each other 
letters during the period and 
had intended to continue liv¬ 
ing together, she said. 

Family maintenance in B.C. 
can be ordered for "a child of 
a man .and woman who. not 
being married to each other, 
lived together as husband and 
wife for a period of not less 
than two years .. .** 

The Family Relations Act 
fcontaining that section does 
not define "living together”

"Under the 
NDP administration the gov¬ 
ernment leaned more to gov¬ 
ernment housing to the 
serious detriment of the pri¬ 
vate sector and we want to 
bring it back into balance. 

"But there’s always going 
to be a need for government 
assistance.” he said. 


Development, Peter Carter of 
Montreal questkmed federal 
housing policies Tuesday in a 
noontime speech to about 350 
members of the Greater Vic¬ 
toria Real Estate Board. 

Carter, the Royal Bank of 
Canada's senior mortgage of¬ 
ficer. drew applause when he 
stated that we don't have a 
housing crisis in this country 
but a housing pricing crisis. 
And he laid the blame for the 
situation on the high price of 
serviced building lots. 

‘‘Ottawa is attempting 
through its policies to m'xler- 
ate house prices or to cushion 
the high prices by subsidiza¬ 
tion but do these programs 
get the real issue of making 
homes available at prices 
most Canadians can afford to 
pay? I question if they do. 

"High house prices are 
caused mainly by the high 
selling price of serviced lots 
and. if an abundant sufiply 
was available,'it would go a 
long way to reducing the 
over-all price of a unit.” 
Carter said.

Mitsui, Crows Nest 
begin coal study 


VANCOUVER (CP) JMit- 
sui and Co. Ltd. will spend 
about SI million doing a feasi¬ 
bility study on the Crows Nest 
Industries Ltd. coal. property 
with a view to producing 1.25 
million trms of coal a year by 
the end of 1980, Bduce Pepper, 
president of Cixtws Nest, said 
Tuesday. 

The development was an¬ 
nounced last we^, and Pep¬ 
per elaborated in an inter¬ 
view. 

He said the operation will 
probably be an open pit. and 
will produce a combination of 
thermal and metallurgical 
coal. 

The bulk of the coal, about 
one million tons a year, will 
be metallurgical and wdll be 
shopped to Japan fM* use in 
the steel industry. 

Crows Nest does not have a 
custetner for the 250,000 tons 
a year erf thermal coal (usual¬ 
ly burned to produce electrlcl- 
^). but he said talks with On¬ 
tario Hydro look promising. 

Development \rill be under¬ 
taken by a company owned 49 
per cent by Mitsui and 51 |)er 
cent by Crows Nest. The new 
company will be formed after 
the feasibility study is com¬ 
pleted in about a year. 


After that it will be another 
six months before the govern¬ 
ment gives out a coal lease 
and development work can 
start, he said. 

The property is located be¬ 
tween Uie Kaiser and Fording 
coal operations in the Elk 
River Valley.

For one thing, he doubt^ that 
National Housing Act max¬ 
imum loan limits which now 
apply to high ratio lending 
were realistic and questioned 
the effect the restrictions 
could have on the resale mar¬ 
ket. 

There was more applause 
w’hen the mortgage man said: 

‘To have a strong new 
housing market you must 
have a vigorous sales turn¬ 
over in existing homes ... I 
am fearful of a slowdown in 
sales of existing units because 
high ratio mortgages abo\'e 
NHA dollar limits will not be 
available." he said.

INUVTK. N.VV.T. (CP) 

Oil company I'cpresentatiNes 
told the Berger inquiry Mon- 
tlay that the building of a nat¬ 
ural gas pipeline fmm the 
Mackenzie delta would l>ring 
maior benefits to the North. 

■'There is no doubt that de- 
elor)ment of the productiem fa¬ 
cilities a.ssociated with the 
Mackenzie Valley gas pipeline 
will have a major affect on 
the lifestyles of mary north¬ 
erners,” imperial CHI Ltd., 
Shell Canada Ltd., and Gulf 
Oil Canada Ltd. said in a joint 
submission. 

Imperial. Shell and Gulf, 
the major companies which 
have found natural gas re¬ 
serves in the delta, were giv¬ 
ing .evidence on the socio¬ 
economic impact of building 
gas processing plants for a 
proposed Mackenzie Valley 
pipeline. 


Their submission said 
movement of white ])e<n)le 
into the western Arctic long 
before the oil industry be¬ 
came active in the area had 
resulted in an' increasing and 
irreversible trend away from 
the traditional life of the land 
and a rapidly growing de¬ 
mand for a more stable wage- 
based economy. 

*'We suggest that develcfv 
ment of toe hydrocarbon iih 
dustry will provide such op¬ 
portunities. We see no other 
development on the horizon 
that could alleviate enmloy- 
ment and income problems in 
the area.’* 

The producers said native 
jieople in the North would he 
given "a prospect of economic 
(^ix}rtunity and social and 
cultural security equivalent to 
that offered southern Canadi¬ 
ans.”

Imperial’s Taglu field and 
Shell's Niglingtak field, both 
within the Kendall Island mi¬ 
gratory bird sanctuary, be re¬ 
located elsewhere in delta. 

John Ballem, lawyer for the 
producers, said the building of 
gas processing plants away 
from the fields would mean 
construction of gathering 
lines, causing further environ¬ 
mental change.

— Rescue wortcers found the 
body of a fifth victim buried 
in the rubble of a Zilwaukee 
grain elevator that exploded 
iast week, killing five work¬ 
ers and injuring 10 others. 'The 
225-foot concrete elevator, one 
oi the largest in toe state, 
belonged to the Michigan Ele¬ 
vator Exchange. Cause of toe 
explosion has not been deter¬ 
mined. 


M’ASHINGrON (AP) — The 
Ford administration accused 
the House oi Representstives 
intelligence committee of %io- 
lating its oath by disclosing 
secret intelligence opera¬ 
tions contained in the commit¬ 
tee’s final reixHt. 

'The report has not been dis¬ 
closed publicly. News reports 
of covert operations covered 
in the report amount to “the 
obvious bursting of the dam 
protecting many of our secret 
operations and activities.” 
said William Colby, director 
of the Central Intelligence 
Agency. 

”The committee seems ne'- 
ther able to keep secrets nor 
its agreement." Colby said. 

A senior member of the 
House committee, Represent¬ 
ative Rob«rt Giamo (Dem. 
Conn.), said the Ford ad¬ 
ministration Itself might have 
leaked the r^xjrt in an effort 
to discredit Congress’ ability 
to keep secrets and thereby 
cut off information to 
Congress in the future. 

The New York Times re¬ 
ported Monday that it has ob¬ 
tained a copy of the still- 
secret House committee re- 
IJort. Some other new’s organi¬ 
zations have carried stories 
bahed on portions of the re- 
Ijort. 

However. Colby acknowl¬ 
edged that he wag the source 
of a 1973 news story exposing 
tl)e extent of agency contacts 
with reporter. 

He indicated he was the un¬ 
named ''authoritative source” 
who told the Washington Star 
that 36 reporters working 
abroad were <m the dA 
payroll. 

In a news conference Mon¬ 
day. OHby confirmed that 
Senator Henry Jackson. Wash¬ 
ington Democrat, gave the 
CIA procedural advice on*how 
to avoid testifying, about tlie 
CTA’s activities in Chile, and 
denied the House committee 
report statement that the CIA 
manipulated Reuters news 
agency. 

Colby said Jackson’s action 
was “perfectly approfoiate,” 
and rejected the committee 
account that Colby had tes¬ 
tified that tob CfA had piented 
stories with Reuters because 
it was a foreign news agency. 
“The agency has no manip¬ 


ulation or exi)ioitation of 
Reuters,” he said. “ 

Meanwhile, the New York 
Times reported that its cojiy 
of the secret House report 
showed that: 

# ’The National Security 
Agency illegally listened In on 
overseas telephone conversa¬ 
tions of American citizens 
whose names or telephone 
numbers had been provided to 
it by "another government 
agency.”

criminal investigation. 

• Robert Mahou, fPi-mer 
senior aide to Billionaire 
Howard Hughes, arranged at, 
the I'equest erf CIA to sup-' 
ply King Hussein ot Jordan 
ai^ othbr foreign leaders with 
female compani<ms who were 
padi with frferal funds. 

Maheu said of the report:

Modern world 
miserable place 


OTTAWA (CP) — Ashley 
Montagu, 71-year-old anthro¬ 
pologist and author of more 
than 40 books, depicted the 
modem world as a miserable 
place in which to live when he 
s(xrf<e at a conference Sunday. 

Oting fascism, racism, 
sexism, overpopulation; toe 
growth of ali'eady-large insti¬ 
tutions and unloved children 
as major problems facing 
modem society, he called for 
more loving between inclividu- 
als. 

The United States govern¬ 
ment' was headed fw facism 
unless Ihe public put up a 
fiji^t, he tdld a university au¬ 
dience. 

Dr. Montagu, who first 
gained international fame 30 
years ago for arguing against 
Nazi race theories, said laws 
to increase the freedom of 
black people in the U.S. had 
spurred more anti-black sen¬ 
timent in the country. 

He said anti-white sen¬ 
timent had grwwn in Africa 
and he described the recent 
resolution in the United Na¬ 
tions which compared Zion¬ 
ism with racism as “the most 
tragic thing that could be said 
about the Israel people.” 

The author of a hiwk which 
argues that w’omen are biolog¬ 
ically and intellectually supe¬ 
rior to men, Dr. Montagu said 
men were stupid because they 
married younger womai^ 


Women outlived men by seven 
years on the average. 

On the subject of unloved 
children, he said society 
should ccmtrol population and 
promote a return to the ex¬ 
tended family, where several 
generations e£ one family 
lived together.

Since toe middle of last 
year about 20,000 Nigerians, 
nearly all wxjridng on the is¬ 
land erf Malabo, 60 miles south 
of Nigerian coast, have been 
repatriated at government ex- 
^hse. 

Officials say another 25.000 
are waiting to come home and 
are being harassed, beaten 
and even killed as Equatorial 
Guineans retaliate over the 
withdrawn! and apparently 
try to restrict it. 

Nigeria charged toat U Ni¬ 
gerians died as a result of an 
“unprovcrf«ed attack” on them 
by Guinean troops who invad¬ 
ed toe Nigerian embassy 
grounds in the island capital 
of Santa Isabel earlier this 
month. 

Equatorial Guinea is a po¬ 
lice state and citizens and for¬ 
eigners alike are subject to 
indiscriminate attaclu by 


authorities. The president is a 
member of the Fang tribe, 
which doesn’t get along wdth 
Nigeria Ibos, wlx) tradi¬ 
tionally make up the bulk of 
contract laborers in the 
country. 

The evacuation of Nigerians 
from the former Spanish co¬ 
lony’s alWmpoTtant cocoa in¬ 
dustry is bound to deal a se- 
^e^e blow to the already im¬ 
poverished Guinean economy. 

The Nigerian government 
plans to cope with the major 
task (rf absorbing the workers 
back into its oil-rich economy 
by placing toem on existing 
state farms and by creating 
12 new ones at a total cost of 
$480 million. 

; Estimates of the number of 
Nigerians in Equatorial Guin¬ 
ea, which comprises the lush 
island of Malabo and the im- 
Txwerished mainland enclave 
of Rio, Mcni, vary between 
50,000 and 80.000. 

Nigeria has warned its own 
nationals that if they do not 
take advantage of toe evacua¬ 
tion they will be remaining at 
their own risk. 


Canada in top 10 
as arms merchant 


OTTAWA (CP) — War 
equipment sales to foreign 
countries totalled $280.5 mil¬ 
lion in 1974. maintaining Can¬ 
ada’s position as one of the 
wortd’s top 10 exporters of 
military materials, it was dis¬ 
closed in the Commons Mon¬ 
day. 

Information tabled by gov¬ 
ernment House Leader Mit- 
<-hell Sharp said the leading 
c.xporters of arms were the 
' United Stales, the Soviet 
Union, »ance and Britain. 

The next largest group of 
arms exporters included Can¬ 
ada. Sw^en, Italy, Czechoslo¬ 
vakia and the Peoples’ Repub¬ 
lic ot China, toe Information 
said. 


(Canada had ranked “some¬ 
where in the range of fifth to 
ninth” among arms exporters 
over the last 10 years, it 
added. 

The information, filed in re¬ 
sponse to a question from 
Gordon Fairweather (PC— 
Fundy Royal), said materials 
sold by Canada had mainly 
been items of high tech¬ 
nological content. 

Mentioned were aircraft 
and aircraft engines, flight si- 
m u I a t o r s , reconaissance 
drones and spares, navigatiem 
and communication equip¬ 
ment. marine valvee, sonar 
equipment, ammunition and 
components and vehicle parts.

Chamber spokesman Joan 
Wallace said Smith said that 
the study, done by ministry 
officials, showed aviation is 
growing by 6 to 8 per cent an¬ 
nually and another airport 
will be needed between 1960 
and 1985. 

Smith said the Boundary 
Bay Airport and another site 
in East Delta are the only 
suitable ones and the ministry 
study favors the former. 

An environmental study 
would be done before the 
final decision is made, he told 
the chamber, )Kit TMise stu¬ 
dies already comjrfeted im 
dicate toe impact on residen¬ 
tial areas would be minimal. 

’The Boundary Bay Airport, 
15 miles south of Vanoouver, 
was built during the Second 
World War as a training base.

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Wolve* have made such a dramatic comeback on Van¬ 
couver Island that the fish and wildlife branch prc^wees to 
allow limited hunting them In some north Island regions, 
starting April 1, 1977. 

But, biologists predict probably only half a do^en will be 
bagged by hunters in ai^ one year. 

“We don’t want the populaticMi to get out of hand. We 
don’t want to go back to the old system of ix)isoning them," 
says Vancouver Island reglcmai biologist Daryll Hebert. 

Wolves were just about completely wiped out by poison 
and othe control programs on Vancouver Island. 

But. in the last nine years populations have built up again 
and complaints have come from domestic stock farmers at a 
number of varied Island points. 

Hebert said there will be no elk hunting on Vancoui'er 
Island, at least until 1977, if then. 

The elk populations on Vancouvw Island also seem to be 
rebuilding and spreaSting out. One was illegally shot this year 
in the hDIs back of Sooke. 

Deer season on Vanucouver Island this year will open 
Sept. 11 for rifle shooters. Special bow season for hunters 
starts Aug. 28. 

Parts of the Nanaimo-Northwest Bay and Sayward areas 
are being considered for deer closure. 


Gulf (rf Georgia salmon fishermen can expect average to 
better than a\'erage coho fishing next summer and fall. 

That is the encouraging news fnwn federal fisheries’ 
guesidimate of 1876 expectationa for salmon runs in B.C 
w’aters. 

Biologists base their predictions for Gulf of Ge<ngia coho 
wt average to above average summer^fall stream conthtions 
in the cycle year and an above-average abundance of grilse 
now in the Gulf of Georgia. 

There is more good news. 

Good stream conditions in the cycle year and a high 
abundance of jacks and Small Chinooks in 1975 indicate an ex¬ 
cellent GuM erf Georgia return of Chinooks in 1976. 

In Johnstone Strait, which feeds the Campbell Hiver 
area, the outlook is c«ily average. 

For coho of the cycle year, incubation conditions for the 
hght escapement were favorable. However, rearing condi¬ 
tions may not ha\e been so favorable. An average to less- 
than-average catch of local and other stocks is anticipated. 

For Chinooks, an average return of local stocks is expect¬ 
ed. 

But some jacks should be returning from the first fish 
hatched at the Quinsam hatchery ... and that could make a 
tremendous differ«ice to Cam^ll River — Oomox area fish¬ 
ing this year. 

A fairly good return of salmon Is anticipated through 
Juan de Fuca Strait, but tlie schedule ftn* netting days isn’t 
any brighter from the sports fisherman’s point of view. 

A salmon gillnet fishery with big 8H-inch me^ will be 
allowed from April 14 to June 14, four days a week, with no 
mesh restrictions June 14 to June 27. 

This net fishery is a new one to this writer, but federal 
fisheries assures me it has been in effect for some years, but 
has been fished very little. 

The Intematifmal Pacific Salm<Mi Commissitm takes over 
control of-Juan de Fuca Strait regulating from June 27 to 
Aug. 22 and outlook for sockeye this year is not bright. 

After Aug. 22. federal fisheries again takes over control 
of Juan de Fuca Strait and coho fishing starts by tht Canadi¬ 
an netters, with three days fishing scheduled for each week 
for the balance of the se^on. 

Last year, cwily two days a week were allowed in the fall 
Season and federal fi.sherie8 say the situation will be assessed 
again this year and the three days could be changed to two 
days. 

That news won’t be much encouragem«it to Canadian 
sports fishermen who claim the netters are decimating the 
coho runs heading into sports fishing waters. They seek cim- 
tailment of netting effort during coho runs. 

But. now there are fears netting effort at the entrance to 
Juan de Fuca Strait may be intensified. 

A coho net fishery is anticipated in Baridey Sound — Al- 
bemi Inlet, where last season federal fisheries reported more 
coho arrived on fje spawning beds than needed and indicated 
sports fishermen missed a good bet by not fishing them hard 
enough. 

As a poor chum year is e.xpe^ed, no net fishery is 
planned for Nitinat Lake. 

And those seeking that world record chlnook, a below'- 
average return of Chinooks is expected at Riven Inlet.

50 years ago Baird astounded scientists 


TV via knitting needles^ cans

LONDON (AP) — Tclevi- 
sion had its 50th birthday 
titia week, having conve a I.>ng 
way from an outlandish 
traption made of knitting 
ne^les. tin cans and card¬ 
board held together by sealing 
wax and glue. 

A half-century ago. John 
Logie Baird, a shock-haired 
Scotsman, astounded 40 emi¬ 
nent scientists on a wintry 
London night with the first 
public demonstratitm of his 
“televisor.” 

They watched fascinated as 
“a faint and often blurred” 
hnage of the head of a ventril¬ 
oquist's dummy called Bill 
fluttered on a crude .«icreen in 
the inventor's laboratory in 
the sleazy .Soho district. 

The picture of the dummy’s 
head impaled on a stick was 
transmitted from ewe room to 
another in Baird's second- 


floor ^aborator>’ on a weird 
machine made largely of ordi¬ 
nary Household items and a 
spinning disc. 

About the same time in the 
United States, an Ohio-I)om 
inventor named Charles Fran¬ 
cis Jenkins was also begin¬ 
ning the transmission of crude 
black and white silhouettes. 
Jenkins cewtinued his work 
with a number of broadcast¬ 
ing companies until his death 
in 1934, but history books give 
Baird most of the creditor 
the invention of telovi.sioSjjM 

British journalist Bill mx. 
86. who was closely associated 
widi Baird and witnessed the 
first demonstration, recalled 
that the transmission caused 
a vibrating Hum that “went 
right through my head" 

The first person to appear 
on television was an 18-year- 
old office boy, William Tay-

'I'ORONTO tCP) - Veteran 
winger Mickey Redmond ha.s 
no intention of retiring, nor 
has he any desire to be traded 
hy the National Hockey 
League's Detroit Red Wings.

Eagleson said Dr. Bull had 
arranged to have Redmond, 
who has complained in recent 
weeks of aching legs and 
back, admitted to the Mayo 
Clinic in Rochester. Minn., 
and that the Red Wings had 
agreed to getting him into the 
hospital "to sort out his prob¬ 
lems.” 

"Mickey certainly is not 
thinking of retirement, nor 
does he want to be traded," 
said Eagleson. "But he knows 
he isn’t playing well and 
wants to know why. He’s been 
depressed."

And at least one lilx'ary 
hoard meonber doesn't like 
the secrecy. 

E. D. Ward^farris. a Saan¬ 
ich representative, told board 
chairmsm Gosxion Hutcheson 
at Tuesday's regular meeting 
“I don't see why we should be 
kept in such al^mal igno¬ 
rance as to what's going on.” 


Hutcheson, however, said it 
was a “courtesy thing” not to 
disclose details of the pro¬ 
posed formula until the Pro¬ 
vincial libraiy Development 
Commission • had been in- 
f<nmad. 

“You’re being veiy politi¬ 
cal.” quipped Ward-Hairis. 

The library Development 
Commission — which contrib¬ 
utes 5 per cent of the library's 
total operating budget — is 
the key to solving the li¬ 
brary's financial woas.

Mythical rea.sons 
for not buckling up. We would like to 
^ dispel one. The old, ‘it*s better to be 
thrown clear iti an accident” fable. So, let's 
do it in a way you can feel. Being “thrown 
clear”, even at 30 m.p.h. is the equivalent 
to leaping out a third storey window to the 
street. Because that’s the speed you’ll be 
doing when you arrive. No doubt, that 
would cause serious injury. But, it could 
get worse. Because besides hitting pave¬ 
ment or post, there’s a good chance 
another vehicle will hit you. And, that 
could kill. It’s the whole idea behind seat 
belts. To make you part of the car. Not the 
pavement. Ana while fables lie, facts 
don’t. Here are three. First, it is thirty 
times safer to remain inside the car during 
an accident. Secondly, about 25% of all 

E assenger and driver, deaths result from 
eing ‘^thrown clear.” And last, but not 
least, 80% of these deaths could have been 
prevented if the person had stayed in the 
car. So now, the next time .someone gives 
you the old “thrown clear” story, you can 
tell him exactly where to get off.

People who don’t wear scat 
belts for city driving don't 
understand that they can't 
brace themselves against the 
forces of low speed accidents. 

To give you some idea of 
the forces involved, imagine 
being able to hold up the 
world weight lifting record 
over 500 Im. Not an average 
task. Now consider that the 
forces of a crash at just 30 
m.p.h. involve forces up to 
2.000 lbs. And it all happens 
in about 7/IOths ol a second. 
Something you certainlv 
can’t brace yourself against. 

Seat belts absorb the 
forces of a crash and make it 
possible for you to survive. 



Seat belts first prevent injury 
or death but they sometimes 
prevent a minor accident 
from becoming a disaster. 
And there is positive evi¬ 
dence that wnen seat belts 
keep a driver behind the 
wheel, everyone is safer. 

Item: An unbelted driver 
took a comer too fast. He was 
thrown off balance and lost 
control of the car. A collision 
resulted. 

Item: A car sideswiped a 
parked car. The driver 
(unbelted) lost control of the 
car, which swerved across the 
roadway where it collided 
with an on-coming car. No 
injury resulted from the 
collision with the parked car.

Item: While crossing^ 
bridge, the right fr^PNlheet 
of a DUS run over a cement 
block which had fallen from 
a truck load of cement 
blocks. The severe bounce 
threw the driver out of his 
seat Into the stairwell. Out of 
control, the bus ran off the 
bridge. There was only one 
survivor. 


Item: In Calgary, a driver of 
a light car ran a'red light and 
collided ^ith the right side of 
a station wagon. The driver 
(unbelted) was thrown to the 
right side of the vehicle. In 
this passage he was fatally 
stabncd by the popped-open 


door of the glove compart¬ 
ment. Had he been belted it 
is altogether likely that no 
injury at all would have 
resulted. The station wagon, 
which might have become an 
unguided missile was spun 
around by the impact and 
stopped by a snow bank. 

Item: A large truck iightiv. 
sideswiped a parked car. This 
trivial accident spilled the 
driver off his seat. The truck 
went over the centre line and 
scored on nine other vehicles 
in head-on, sideswipes, injur¬ 
ing twelve people. 

So safety belts can prevent 
accidents and then prevent 
accidents from becoming big 
ones. 


If a full size American car 
travelling at 15 m.p.h. hits a 
brick wall, or anotner car of 
the same weight travelling at 
the same speed, it will slop in 
about 15 inches. The decele¬ 
ration rate for the car 
averages about 6 G's. Rut 
any driver or passenger not 
belted into the car will 
continue forward into the 
dash and windshield and 
experience a deceleration 
rate of 45 G's. This is far 


above the threshold of injury 
and could uuite easily result 
in death. Tne impact is 
absorbed by the nead. chest 
and abdomen, all of which 
involve vital organs 
Seal-belts make you part 
of the car and allow you to 
decelerate with it if you 
crash. And. of course, the 
forces are absorbed at much 
lo>4er rales below the injurv 
level.

Retreat for parents strengthens bonds 


Callous driver 
caught at last

Just imagine a two-day retreat away from the 
children, for a total cost erf fe a day. 


Tfie setting is beautiful — 
an old refuibished borne, high 
atop a hill, with lovely views 
across the city to the straits 
and mountains beyond. 

And the children are away 
out there in the ordinary 
world, safely in the hands of a 
family aide who stays witM 
them free of charge. 

Parents get aU this and 
more when they register at 
the Parent Retreat Centre for 
a couple of days of insulation 
from the world. 

Tranced by a Local Initia¬ 
tives grant, ttie project is the 
brainchild of Terry Brown, 
who has worked at the Bishop 
Cridge Centre for the Family 
for the last sfac years. 


“We cater here to families 
that have broken up. provid¬ 
ing hcmics and sen'ices for 
tWem,” he said in an inter¬ 
view. 

“But I kept wondering if 
there wnsnt some way we 
could talk to pec^e who 
hav’en’t separated- 

“I wanted some way to 
strengthen the families who 
are making it — to help 
parents who are having prob¬ 
lems. and to reinforce the 
families withbut troubles.” 

Thinking it over, and plac¬ 
ing the emphasis on preven¬ 
tion, he came up with the idea 
of a retreat for parents, and 
his proposal gained him one 
of the largest grants doled out 
in the Victoria area — $60,000.

“That means a couple can 
come here for a weekend for 
S20 and not ha\*e to wwry 
about a thing all that time — 
we provide the accommo 
datkm, the food, and die care 
for the children.” 

The retreat Is held on the 
top floor of the Cridge Centre, 


In an area that had been used 
only tor storage for some 
years. 

The 12 people employed by 
the pn^am sp^t an inten¬ 
sive four weeks cleaning, 
painting and furnishing thb 
bedrooms, sitting room and 
games room. 

'Each of the weekends has 
had a theme, guest speakers 
and counsellors, although 
Brown stressed that parents 
do not have to take part in 
group activities. 

‘They are welcome if they 
just want to retreat here for a 
qidet time, or If they w’ant to 
take In some ot the work¬ 
shops. 

“Strangely, w’e have found 
that the peq>le who have 
come in most insistent that 
they don't want group activi¬ 
ties turn out to be the ones 
most involved in the groups. 
But w'hatever they do is up to 
them.”

Six couples can be accoon' 
modated at a time, Brown 
said, and he has asked social 
wtirkers, doctors and church 
ministers to make sure the 
people tlfey see know of its 
existence. 

"But it’s difficult to get In 
touch with people who don’t 
really have troubtes but who 
would be getting more out of 
their relationshipe if they 
came to something like this.” 

Subjects discussed at tHe 
seminars have ranged from 
communications to budgeting 
and family management. Ac¬ 
tivities have included a visit 
to the Oak Bay Recreation 
Centre to find out something 
about possible family activi¬ 
ties. 

A weekend worieshop is 
planned on communication 


and sexuality, to be given by 
psychiatrist Philip IJey and 
his wife. 

Part of each session is de¬ 
voted to a feedback time, with 
parents asked to criticize th<e 
program and to help develop 
it 

“We are wide open to com¬ 
ment, and interested in any 
way that we can become 
more effective in this pro¬ 
gram,” Brown said. 

“At any rate the facilities 
are here and we are only 
charging for ft»d. If they are 
not used they are wasted.” 

Brown said that all pro¬ 
grams are not yet arranged, 
so that if anyone Kas a partic¬ 
ular request fen* a subject or 
speaker he would like to hear 
about it and see if arrange¬ 
ments can be made.

DENVER (UPI) — To Lori 
Savaii and Gloria Parker, co 
ownei's of Frontier Farms 
here, the sound of two million 
red worms munching conten¬ 
tedly on cow and rabbit ma¬ 
nure is beautiful. 

The worm fann, founded 
four years ago, with a paltry 
$12 investment, has grown 
into a $150,QUO per year busi¬ 
ness. supplying worms to bait 
stores, organic gardeners, 
hatcheries and future entre¬ 
preneurs. 

“Worm farming was an im¬ 
mediate success, the first 
order cleaned me out,"' said 
Mrs. Savari. 

The farm grew and she en¬ 
listed Mrs. Parker’s aid. They 
now have a nine-member 
staff, 260 worm sharecroppers 
and spend up to GO hours a 
week each co-ordinating the 
wiggling supplies with a grow¬ 
ing demand. 

★ ★ ★ 

According to Mrs. Parker, 
bait stores and organic gar¬ 
deners remain the major 
market although other uses 
ar^ being developed, includ¬ 
ing livestock and human con- 
sump.tiim. 

“T^e wtjrm has been 
around a long time and it's 
iust TTow becoming a major 
business." she said. “TTie 
more r>e<7ple that get to under¬ 
stand worms, the more they 
will be used.” 

The wornen now* start others 
on the road to worm prosperi¬ 
ty. For $470. the hopeful farm¬ 
er receives instructions, a 
50,000 worm starter, expert 
advice Emd a contract from 
Frontier to purchase all the 
animals produced. 


Mrs. Savari said that after 
a year, the return is about 
$1,600 a month. She said 
smaller quantities are avail¬ 
able but no contract Is offered 
because “5,000 is just a drop 
in the bucket.” 

Mrs. Parker said 99 out of 
every 100 sharecroppers stick 
with it and become major 
suppliers for Frontier, which 
in turn profits from eliminat¬ 
ing expensive middleman 
costs. 

Mrs. Savari said red 
worms, which live six to 12' 
years in captivity and have 
five hearts and six kidneys, 
arq perfectly designed for 
profit because they a’'e each 
bisexual and double In 
number every 60 days. 

★ ★ ★ 

Care of worms isaimple. 

“Feed, water and let them 
mate.” said Mrs. Parker. 

The worms dine wi cow and 
rabbit manure in pl>*wood 
beds in groups of about 25,000. 
They are sold commef|lally 
in three sizes, depending on 
the intended use — large for 
bait, medium for garden use 
and small for fish and frog 
hatcheries- 

Mrs. Parker said red 
worms were selected for the 
business because they are tol¬ 
erant of temperature changes, 
hardy, have good dispositions 
and don’t crawl out of their 
bedding area. 

Neither of the business¬ 
women forsee any drop In the 
demand, tvhich has grown 
yearly with the popularity of 
organic gardening and export 
of the animals to Japan to 
process wastes and to Israel 
for Cr(H>8-

$16.000420.000. But there were 
only two bidders and neither 
was prepared to go above 
$4,200. which meant the lot 
was withdrawn. 

Browning, on the other 
hand, is enjoying something 
of a revival and the well-writ- 
ten letters c<mtaln his opin¬ 
ions of some of the great 
names of his day. 

He describe.s Wagner, for 
instance, as "a great genius 
but a greater curmudgeon - • 
and such a monster of pea- 
cock-like variety that one 
finds it ha:*d to fancy the Kut> 
stance that was hidden by the 
blue and white feather.” 

There is much greater in¬ 
terest these days In the origi¬ 
nal manuscripts of the 
famous. Prices for au¬ 
tographs, signed first editions 
and curious manuscripts rise 
steadily. 

The past month has seen 
considerable activity, includ¬ 
ing the sale of the very in¬ 
discreet letters that Sir John 
French, the leader of the Brit¬ 
ish expeditionary force in 
France in the early months of 
the First World War, wrote to 


hi* mistres.s, Mrs. Winifred 
Bennett. 

Apart from endearments. 
Sir John told Mrs. Bennett 
about troop movements, the 
dates of attacks, and visits to 
ttie front by leading figures 
like King George V and Win¬ 
ston Oiurchill. The 99 letters 
were bought by the Imperial 
War Museum for $9,600. 

Another illustrious figure 
witose secrets are no longer 
safe is E. M. Forster. 

CTiristie’.s recently sold for 
S1.200 some letters and early 
(xjems \riiich the great nove¬ 
list WTote as a young man to 
h i s confidante Florence 
Barger. In them he admits to 
hla Iwmosexuality. and refers 
to his first physical affair. 

"Yesterday for the first 
time I parted from respect¬ 
ability,” he WTote. "Perhaps 
It be better for the next 


generation, even for the men 
and women in it who ai'e like 
me.”

It is not only the giants of 
literature wbo command good 
prices in tlie salesroom, but It 
Is the famous names which 
fetch the big prices. 

When Christie’s sold books, 
manuscripts, and autograph 
letters from the library of 
Siegfried Sassoon they 
brought in over $200,000. 

The firsUi'ei'ses of Oiristina 
Rossetti were sold for $700; 
Sassoon's own manuscripts 
for two of his semi-au- 
tobiographical works. Mem¬ 
oirs of a Fox-hunting Man and 
An Infantry Officer, went for 
$6,400 and $6,000 respectively: 
a copy of Robert Grave’s 
Goodbye to Ail That, heavily 
annotated by Blunden and 
Sassoon with criticisms, was 


bought for' $5,700 and some 
letters written by T. E. 
I..awTence to Sassoon fetched 
$8,400, the highest price f<tt' a 
tingle lot.

An angr>' Scott Wallace (PC 
-Oak Bay demanded Tues¬ 
day that the prov'lncial gox*- 
dmment authorise the pur¬ 
chase of land at McKenzie 
and E)ouglas for the construc¬ 
tion of a new acute-care hos¬ 
pital. 

Wallace, who returned to 
Victoria recently after a vaca¬ 
tion. said he was disgusted 
the battle for die site was con¬ 
tinuing "while people are 
dying on hsopital waiting 
lists." 

He said he appreciated diat 
the land would be costly, but 
insisted it wouldn't grow any 
cheaper as the days w’ent 1^. 

"We have people in Victoria 
with proven malignancies 
(cancer) who are having to 
wait w'eeks to get into hospi¬ 
tal." Wallace said. *Tm tir^ 
of the acute<are hospital site 
being a ping-pong ball be¬ 
tween the regional district 
and the provincial govern¬ 
ment.” 

TTie suggestion diat an 
acute-care hospital be built at 
Douglas and McKenzie w^s 
first made close to nine years 
ago b>' the hospital consulting 
firm of Agnew-Peckham. 

Opposition at the time came 
chiefly from medical staff al 
Victoria General (then St. J*> 
seph’s Hospital) and the hos¬ 
pital board. 

Wallace said he agreed that 
rejection of the site and the 


acute-care hospital at that 
time mij^t well have been a 
mistake. "But If there have 
been mistakes in the past, 
how much longer do we have 
to go cm paying for them?" he 
asked. "How much ]<mger 
must we go before we learn 
that people with heart condi¬ 
tions, people with cancer, can¬ 
not receive treatment in this 
city because there are no hos¬ 
pital beds tor them?"

Perry also denied Ross* 
charge that he was "using Es- 


Ouimalt area parents to 
broaden his political base." 

"I haven’t got any political 
gain coming from this." 
Perpr stated, "I think it's 
conjecture. 

"Periiaps I let it go a little 
too long. Tm going to be gone 
in three weeks," Perry admit¬ 
ted. 

Perry is to attend the Uni¬ 
versity of Oregon in Eugene, 
working tow-ard his doctorate 
in psychology in two years.

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“Dear Mr. Chesnut: It' is 
just 9:30 p.m. and I have just 
come in from slicing the 
heater in my small green¬ 
house. 

On my way up the garden 
jtath 1 noUc^ a small slug, 
about an inch long. A little 
further along, another, so I 
had a good look around with 
the torch, and in about five 
minutes Lhad killed 47 of the 
slimy brutes. 

So on Monday I will get 
some fresh slug bait and pul 
it down, believe me. I thought 
you might like to remind your 
readers to do the same. 

Must be the wet weather, do 
you think?’’ (W. McC, 
Ganges.) 

Slugs are an ever-present 
menace in our climate. e8i)e- 
cially where the soil is heavy 
and on the wet side. 

I haven’t noticed any ex¬ 
traordinary nmnbers of them 
ip my own garden, although 
there were a lot of the pearly-

grey egg clusters in the soil 
when I was doing my pre- 
Christmas digging. 

A neighbor oi mine, though, 
got Uie shock of his ’ life 
when he took up a wooden 
sidewalk in his backyard to 
make some much-needed re¬ 
pairs. The slimy mass of 
.slugs ilnder that duckwalk 
would have turned the strong¬ 
est stomach! 

All such hidey-holes should 
be fHispected and investigated, 
and suitable measures taken 
to reduce the slug population 
before they overrun the gar¬ 
den. Look with special suspi¬ 
cion on kneeling boards and 
on upturned vvheelbaiTows or 
gardCT carts. 

In my neighbor’s case, hav¬ 
ing nothing more potent 
liandy. we knocked off that 
concentrati<Mi of slugs by 
watering them with hot salt 
brine, applied with a watering 
can. 

Plain salt or a strong salt 
soIutiOT does a grand of 


killing slugs, but you can use 
it ONLY on ground which is 
not under cultivation nor Ukelj 
to be, for table salt is very 
bad foi‘ the soil and can kill 
plants as easily as it can kill 
slugs. 

.Slis; bait pellets do quite a 
gix>d job on what mi^t be 
called a catch-as-eatch-can 
basis. By that, I mean the 
pellets kill only those slugs - 
which are attracted to tlie 
bait and eat it; any beyond 
die range of its attracting 
power go free. 

Moreover, the pellets are 
not very long-lasting in the 
garden unles^.you protect the 
little piles of poisoned bait 
with grapefruit skins, flower 
pots or some such shelter 
fnm the rain. 

For the protection of In¬ 
dividual plants, though, slug 
bait is probably the cheapest 
and most effective control. 

Use one or two pellets near 
the base of each plant to be 
protected, either covering 


them with a grapefruit skin 
igloo or tucking them well In 
under the spread of the fo¬ 
liage to keep off the wet and 
so birds won’t find them. 

Slugs heading for such a 
protected plant will detour to 
the bait instead, and after 
eating it. they dissolve into a 
pool of slime. 

* ★ ★ 

For a more widespread 
slaughter among the slugs, 
the whole garden could be 
given a dressing of copper 
lime dust. 

To make up this dust, mix 
thoroughly one part by vol¬ 
ume of deyhdrated.eopper sul¬ 
phate with 10 parts hydrated 
lime and spread evenly at the 
rate of one pound per 1,000 
square feet. 

Because of the lime content, 
the dust should' not l)e used 
near rhododendrons, azaleas, 
hollies or other lime-hating 
plants, but^otherwise it is not 
harmful to plant life.

Does crime move people?

Penetrating the unknown is* 
one of the*U.S. government’s 
most vital functions.

So it could be that 
many of the people moving 
out are the less proficient 
malefactors who 0(xjldn’t 
gamer enou^ kx)t to make 
ends meet. 

By moving to relatively low 
crime areas, they would have 
ai better shot at getting a fair 
share ct the Ill-gotten gains. 

Anotiier (xxisideration is 
that high crime neigh¬ 
borhoods eventually become 
lika heavily worked silver 


mines. The lode finally plays 
out and there are no color tel- 
veision sets left to steal! 

Thus the denizens of the 
area who depend on larceny 
for their livelihoods are 
forced to move on. 

★ * ★ 

All of this, however, is con¬ 
jecture. At this stage, defini¬ 
tive data that would explain 
the exodus from high crime 
areas just isn’t available. 


By coincidence, I have a 
friend named Rogers who 
moved out of a high crime 
neighborh(xxl some time ago. 
Pending completion of the 
LEAA study, I asked if he 
could shed any light on the 
mystery. 

I said, “Did the fact that 
armed brigands twice broke 
into your apartment, ter¬ 
rorized you at gunpoint and 
ransacked the premises have

anything to do with your deci¬ 
sion to move?” 

“Not in the least,” Rogers 
replied. “It was mainly a 
matter of my not liking the 
bedroom color scheme and 
the landlord refusing to have 
it repainted.” 


I said, “How about the fact 
that in order to get from the 
bus stop to your apartment 
you' had to walk down a dark 
street where pedestrians fre- 
(juently were waylaid by mug¬ 
gers and foodpads? Was that 
a contributing factor?” 

“Again negative.” said 
Rogers.

ALGIERS (AP) — Fierce 
fighting erupted Tuesday be¬ 
tween Algerian and Moroccan 
tro<H>s along the border of the 
Spanish Sahara. 

Moroccan officials said "ap¬ 
parently there arc many 
dead” In this first reported 
clash between the aimies of 
the two Norfii African states 
in their Sahara dispute. ^ 

Algeria accused a Moroccan 
army unit of attacking Al¬ 
gerian troops carrying medi¬ 
cal supplies to refugees in the 
Sahara. 

In Rabat, the Moroccan 
government Tue.sday issued a 
statement saying its troops 
undertook a "normal |x>lice 
and security operation to dis¬ 
lodge armed bands” and caj)- 
tured 12 armed men in Al¬ 
gerian army uniforms. It de¬ 
nied a convoy of food and 
medical supplies was involved 
and made no mention of Mo¬ 
roccan losses. 

The communique said the 
fighting occurred inside the 
Sahara 12S miles west of the 
border with Algeria and near 
the town of Amghala. 

Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat began immediate ef¬ 
forts to cool tempers. His 
foreign minister. Ismail 
Fahmy. said Algerian Pres¬ 
ident Houari Boumedienne te¬ 
lephoned Sadat who contacted 
Morocco’s King Hassan. 
Fahmy said Sadat is "closely 
following developments with 
great concern.” 

Hassan sent thousands of 
unarmed volunteers on a 
March of Conquest into the 
phosphate-rich territory last 
November and won from 


Spain an agreement to divide 
the territory between Morocco 
and Mauritania. 

Algerli*,* whlcli has short 
border vs^ith the Sahara, op¬ 
poses the projected turnover 
Feb. 28 and supports the Poll- 
sario front, a group of Sa- 
harans fighting for the territo¬ 
ry’s independence. 

The official Algerian news 
agency. Algerie "Presse-Ser- 
vice, said the attack took 
place in the Amghala frontier 
region of Mauritania and the 
Spanish Sahara. It said the 
situation in the Sahara has 
reached "a degree of extreme 
gravity.” 

At the same time, the Al¬ 
gerian government newspaper 
El Moudjahid asked in a 
headline: "Intervention of the 
(U.S.) 6th Fleet in the west¬ 
ern Sahara?" The paper said 
it saw dark designs in a meet¬ 
ing in Rabat between U.S, 
Vice-Admiral Frederick 
Turner, Hassan and the gov¬ 
ernor of the Sahara province. 

The Moroccan official 
sources said in Paris the 
fighting occurred in Mauri¬ 
tanian territory where the 
frontiers of Mauritania, Al¬ 
geria and the Sahara meet. 

The escalation followed 
Morocco’s announcement Sun¬ 
day that one of its U.S.-built 
F-5 jet fighter planes was 
dowTied last week by a 
ground-to-air missile while 
(lying a ground-support mis¬ 
sion for Mauritanian troops In 
Mauritanian territory. 

Spanish news reports have 
said that Cuban and Vietnam¬ 
ese are assisting Polisario 
guerrillas.

Clool Paitricia 
hears of fear

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 
Patricia llearst. young 
heiress to ar* American news- 
pai>er fortune and accused 
convert to terrorism, went on 
trial Tuesday liofore U.S. Dis¬ 
trict Judge 01l\er Carter for 
bank robbery. 

The screening of nrosi>ec- 
tive jurors to judge Miss 
Hearst’s guilt or Innocence 
launched what promised to be 
perhaps the most bizarre 
bank robbery trial in Urtted 
States history— the first in 
which the federal government 
has prosecuted a kidnapping 
victim. 

The defendant's father 
blamed Miss Hearst's kidnap¬ 
pers for her predicament. "If 
she hadn't been kidnapped by 
a bunch of terrorists ... she 
wouldn’t be here today," San 
Francisco Examiner Pres¬ 
ident Randolph Hearst told re¬ 
porters. 

Miss Hearst. 21, her head 
held ,high. walked solemnly 
into a courtroom packed with 
120 potential jurors. She was 
pale, but aopcared corf and 
at ea.se as she chatted with 
her lawyers, smiled at her 
family and aat back to hear 
jurors reveal their thoughts 
about her trial. 

Immediately, Miss Hearst 


learned that one prospective 
juror’s family was "petrified” 
with fear of being Involved in 
the case. 

"We live within six blocks 
of the Hearsts." said Alice 
E;strada. "and my mother is 
petrified there’s going to be a 
bombing or some kind of re- 
tallati(xi.’’ 

The woman was one of 
many persons excused from 
jury duty for perscmal rea¬ 
sons. 

Miss Hearst, a college c<7-ed 
and bride-to-be when she was 
kidnapped by the Symbionese 
Liberation Army wi !t'eb. 4. 
1974, is charged with armed 
robbery of the Hibernia Bank 
In the residential Sunset dis¬ 
trict of San Francisco.

School will sell for $1 million 


DUNCAN—Tons of mud ' 

broke loose irom a cliff, 
smash^l through a link fence 
and landed in a parking lot 
less than 20 feet from a B.C. 
Telephone service building 
here early Tuesday morning. 

On Dec. 3, an adjacent 
building on Allenby Road va¬ 
lued at $250,000 was demo 
lished by a mudslide. 

Owner of the destroyed 
building and the B.C. Tel fa¬ 
cility, Art Harrison, said after 
the slide, “This is the third 
slide and the worst since the 
big one wrecked my other 
building in December. It has 
cost me a lot of money so far 
and it is costing more every 
time it occurs.” 

Harrison has sought assis¬ 
tance from highways depart¬ 
ment and the Cowichan Val¬ 
ley Region Board in an effort 
to remedy the situatiiHi. He 
Kaid that so far he has not 
received any help. 

“I received permission to 
construct this building from 
the department of higbway.s 
and the Cowichan Valley Re¬ 
gion Board, they should be 
responsible for what is occur¬ 
ring now.” Harrison said. 

He said the highways de¬ 
partment had told him that it 
was up to the regional board 
to decide whether the proper¬ 
ty wat suitable for a building 
site. 

In the case of the demo¬ 
lished building, the cirenm- 
stancea were not similar be¬ 
cause it was purchased by 
Harrison from another party. 
Also, the building v.’u con¬ 
structed before any building 
bylaws were instituted in the 
area. 

The more recently con¬ 
structed concrete structure, 
which was apparently en¬ 
gineered to withstand similar 
adverse oonditions, was ap> 
proved by the regional board. 

Regional planner for the 
board. Ron Smith, who visited 
the site Tuesday morning with 
a building inspector, sympa 
thized with Harrison’s plight. 

Smith said, “there are other 
areas near Cowichan Bay 
where we find a similar situa¬ 
tion. We have been trying to 
get the provincial Environ¬ 
ment and Land Use Commit¬ 
tee to conduct a study to de¬ 
termine the suitability of the 
two areas for urban settle¬ 
ment.” But. he added, he was 
not sure of the status of the 
committee since the provin¬ 
cial election. 

5?mlth said he could not 
offer any ocvickisive solution 
to Harrison*! dilemma, but 
said a drainage culvert from 
the Eagle Heights subdivision 
above the slide area would be 
investigated. 

At the present time. Har¬ 
rison claims, ttie culvert Is 
being allowed to drain out 
ne4r the top of the cliff, in¬ 
creasing the possibility of a 
mud slide behind his building.

A half-century ago, John 
Logie Baird, a shock-haired 
Scotsman, astounded 40 epti- 
nent scientists on a wintry 
London night with the first 
public demonstration of his 
"televisor.” 

They watched fa.sclnated as 
"a faint and often blurred” 
image of the head of a ventril¬ 
oquist's dummy called Bill 
fluttered on a crude screen in 
the inventor’s laboratory in 
the slea/y Soho district.

Marguerite sails

The Princess Marguerite 
will be back on the Victoria- 
Seattle run this summer but 
the.fate of the Prince George 
still hangs in the balance. 

Transport Minister Jack 
Davis said Tuesday he was 
still hopeful the Prince 
George could be used on a 
Vancouver to Skagway cruise 
run but he would take a hard 
look at costs before making a 
final recommendation. 

The vessel was bought last 
year for $230,000 from Canadi¬ 
an National and it was es¬ 
timated that it would cost at 
least $1 million to make the 
ship serviceable. 

“I’m recommending that 
the ilarguerite run again this 
season,” Davis said. “The 
Prince George is in a dif¬ 
ferent category. I have made 
different recommendations 
but they must be discussed by 
cabinet. The Prince George 
Involves a lot of work and it 
really isn't the best vessel for 
the job since other cruise ves¬ 
sels provide much better ser¬ 
vice. But we are going to give 
it a good hard look.” 

If the Prince George does 
operate this summer it will 
run between B.C. and Alaska, 
touching at various B.C. 
coastal points. 

Davis said he had no inten¬ 
tion at present of scrapping 
mid-week half price passen¬ 
ger fares on main Vancouver 
Island-Mainland ferries but 
that fare structures would be 
under review by the Price 
Waterhouse team hired last 
week to review the entire 
ferry system structure.

The BBC 
startttl the first regular tele¬ 
vision pn>gram. ermfined to 
tit* London area, in 1936. us¬ 
ing the electronic system.

Building up 300% in Duncan 


DUNCAN — The value of 
residential building permits 
issued here last year more 
than tripled over 1974. 

In his annual report to 
council, building inspector 
Dave Cornish said the overall 
permit value for 1975 was 
$4,967,998. compared to 
$1,595,256 in 1974. 

Residential development 
bad the major increase with 
a jump of $3,473,726 in permit 
values ond a 300 -per-cent in¬ 
crease in the number of per¬ 
mits issued. 

This resulted in 284 new res¬ 
idential units (241 apartments 
41 townhouses and two single 
dwellings). 

Permit values in commer¬ 
cial development in 1975 
showed a decrease of $296,484, 
although the number of per¬ 
mits was up from 35 to 42. 

Not included in statistics 
was the permit issued to the 
city for its renovations of 
new city haH. With this in¬ 
cluded, the 1975 building total 
would be close to $5.3 million.

In Rabat, the Moroccan 
government Tuesday issued a 
statement saying its tniops 
undertook a "normal police** 
and security operation to dis¬

.tured 12 armed men in Al¬ 
gerian army uniforms. It de¬ 
nied a convoy, of food and 
medical supplies was involved 
and made no mention of Mo¬ 
roccan losses. 

The communique said the 
fighting occurred inside the 
Sahara 125 miles west of the 
border with Algeria and near 
the town of Amghala. 

Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat began immediate ef¬ 
forts to cool tempers. His 
foreign minister, Lsmail 
Fahmy. gaW Algerian Pres¬ 
ident Houari Boumedienne te¬ 
lephoned Sadat who contacted 
Morocco’s King Hassan.

Husband cried 
on death walk: 
Where ’s Betty? 


T saw a very bright light 
and I turned to see it. and it 
was already there. 

"And it was just like a 
white streak going by my face 
so close — just inches away. 

"I thought, Where is my 
wife? WhCTe is Betty? 

"She wasn't even there." 

That is the way Kenneth 
Hughes, 5199 Rambler Road. 
Saanich described events at 
about midnight Jan. MO 
which left his wife Elizabeth 
deed. He was testifying Tues¬ 
day at the inquest in Saanich 
courtroom. 

Hughes is a deaf-mute, as 
was his 38-year-old wife, anti 
he gave his evidence through 
interpreter Annie Odynsky. 

He said they left the Royal 
Oak Inn just before midnight 
to walk home. He had had two 
beet's and his wife had had 
one bottle of cider during 
Iheir two hours at the inn, he 
said.

The car that struck his wife 
came frwn behind on the 
wrong side of the n^ad. he tes¬ 
tified, and a.s he looked for his 
wife he saw her fatlif^ off the 
left fender of the car 30 to 40 
feet north along the roa^. 

The car 8toppe<l briefly then 
went on toward Pat Bay High¬ 
way. he testified. 

Hughes said he saw only the 
one car. 

He said he picked up a 
piece erf chrome frwn the 
ixiad a few feet from his 
wife’s body, and later gave 
that chrome to the police. 


Constable Norman Ellison ‘ 
of Saanich police sgid that on 
the day after the accident he 
examined a 1965 Meteor sedan 
which had a damaged front 
fender, a piece of the front 
grill missing, damage on the 
left door, and droplets of 
blood on the left side. 

He said the piece of chrome 
found at the scene ct the ac¬ 
cident fitted perfectly. The 
car was dull green with a 
black top.

Questions asked of Rycroft 
dealt mostly with safety re¬ 
gulations in effect in the Vic¬ 
toria elevator operation. 

From the film and cfwn- 
mente by G€*»rge Tyson, chief 
fire irevention crfficor of the 
North Vancouver fire depart¬ 
ment. the (xmstant presence 
of dust at grain elevators 
emerged as the number one 
pitrt)lem. 

Rycroft told the commission 
that in the Victoria iteration, 
dust is "bkiwn down" with air 
pressure hoses, but ques¬ 
tioners concluded that this 
method caused dust to be 
whirled up which remained in 


the air. 

Rycroft was asked whether 
8 vacuum system would be 
better because it wMuki pre¬ 
vent buildup of static dust in 
the air. He replied that he 
didn't have the technical pro- 
ficiracy tu answer that qus- 
lion. 

"That’s why we are here; 
we are looking at possibilities 
of Imroving safety condi- 
tkjns." he !«id. 

Finn, who toured fhe Victo¬ 
ria grain elevator Monday, 
commended Rycroft on the 
"good housekeeping" (bat was 
apparent at the site. 

Rycroft also told the com¬ 
mission that employees at the 
elevator were receiving 
monthly fire drills, but he 
said later that extensive fire 
drills had only been in¬ 
troduce recently. 

The commission will hold 
further hearings, including a 
one-day session in Prince Ru- 
liert in March and two weeks 
m May in Vancouver.

As both sides gave conflict¬ 
ing stories in N^ctorla, Tony 
Gerussi. an organizer with the 
Beverage Dispensers and Qi- 
linaiy Workers Union, was in 
Vancouver filing a complaint 
with the Labev Relations 
Board. 

Gerussi charged that some 
other employees have been 
told that if they don’t get rid 
of their union cards th^ will 
be dismissed. 

He said the Chateau was de¬ 
priving them “of their basic 
human right" to organize. 
I’ndcr the Labor Code of B.C. 
they have the freedom of 
choice to join a union. 

Gerussi said that about 35 
of some 50 laundry workers, 
chambermaids. bartenders, 
waiters, busbo)^. dishwashers 
and cooks employed by the 
hotel took part in a vote Sun¬ 
day that registered over^ 
whelming acceptance of the 
union. This followed a one- 
week organizing campaign. 

Chateau manager Fred Wie- 
land said: "It was all a mis¬ 
understanding. I wasn't 
aware of labra* negotiations 
going on itntil I was a{>- 
proached by a man ftxim tl>e 
labn* department teUing me 
that they were." 

Wieland said the emfiloyees 
weren’t being laid off but 
were being "pul on temporary 
winter help" and would be 
called back as the need dic¬ 
tated. 

But that wasn't the way 
bartender Louis Burrows told 
it. 

"The manager came to the 


bar Monday morning and 
asked me what I knew about 
union activity going on," Bur¬ 
rows said. 

"I had been advised not to 
say anything unless I had a 
witness. the other bar¬ 

tender came in we both went 
down to the manager’s office, 
but he told us he had to talk 
with a lawyer.*' 

When his shift ended at 4 
p.m. Burrows said he was 
presented with a paycheque 
and separation slip that con¬ 
tained the words "shortage of 
work.” 

He said some of the other 
envloyees were told outright 
they were being dismissed be¬ 
cause of union activity. 

By late Tuesday Buirnwn 
said be "had heard" he was 
the <mly employee who 
wouldn’t be called back to 
work. 

He said he had been a 
member ot the union for 20 
years and was the only em- 
l^oyee holding a union card. 


*-*I did the organizing be¬ 
cause as a member of a laiion 
working in a non-union shop I 
see it as my obligation to or¬ 
ganize." he said. 

Both Burrows and Gerussi 
said most employes were 
being paid the minimum wage 
of $2.75 an hour. 

Meanwhile. Victoria Labor 
Council secretary Larry Ryan 
said the council would "sup¬ 
port the Culinary Workers 100 
per cent." 

He said labor looked on the 
Chateau as an "anti-union es¬ 
tablishment" and that there 
had been previous reports of 
dissatisfaction among the em¬ 
ployees. 

The council, he said. Nvould 
assist in any way it could "tn 
see that the employees are 
restored to their .jobs." 

Gerussi was transferred to 
Vancouver Island from Van¬ 
couver some time ago by the 
Culinary Workers Local 835 to 
help organize just such 
workers.

The question arose in Victo¬ 
ria family court recently and 
wxxild have been judicially de¬ 
cided this week but for the 
woman’s decision to withdraw 
her application for, support of 
their ^Ud. 

The young woman original¬ 


ly applied for a court order 
that the father pay $100 a 
month in support. 

She withdrew her applica¬ 
tion this week when, the pros-- 
ecutor said, she decided to try 
to cAitain the sui^rart on her 
own rather than go through a 
long court process. 

She told Judge Fred Green 
that she and the man had 
lived together for well over ■ 
two years except for a half- 
year period w4M*n he moved 
for a Job, 


Tlic couple wrote each other 
letters during the period and 
had intended to c<mttnue liv¬ 
ing together, she said. 

Family maintenance in B.C. 
can be ordered for "a child of 
a man and woman who. not 
being married to each other, 
lived together as husband and 
wife' for a period of not less 
than twx) years ..." 

The ('amily Relations Act 
containing t^at section does 
not define "living together."
